Morrison, with
Edward Weston, a Scotland Yard de-
tective, who effected the capture, Is
now on hisg way to England to answer
the charge of defaleation,

Morrison, after his flght, assomed
many aliases, Wherd arrested he was
conducting a jewelry store on Forly-
third street under the name of Henry
Jorgan. He has also uged the names of
Willlam Jordin,Henry Miller and Fran-
cls.

During August, 1002, In the temporary
absence of the cashier of the London
bank, Marrison, it is alleged, fled to the
continent, 'The theft aroused the Lon-
don bankers and Waaton was put on
the case,

nent only 30 hours after Morrison, but
the fleelng man had sailed at once for

Canada. There he bought a ticket for
New York,
In Néw York Morrison lived at a

wmall boarding house for at least two
months, Beéciming nervous he left the
city and want to ‘Boston, where he in-
vested in o jewelry store, The fugitive
did not stay long In Boston, He went
to Marion, Ohlo, where he Invested in &
business venture, Weston came Lo May
jon, where he learned the embezsler had
jeft a few hours before for Chicago.
Weston arrived In Chicago only & few
days later than Morrison. When arrest-
ed the fugitive consented to return to
England without extradition proceed.
